While  that  is  a very  low  mortality 
rate,  it's  too  early  to  make  conclusions.  It  may  take  several  days  for  sediment  in  gills  to 
affect  health.

Also,  the  BOR  has  increased  releases  at  Navajo  Dam  in  New  Mexico  in  order  to  try  to 
protect  aquatic  life  in  the  San  Juan  River.
